Siberian Exile Declares That Russians in 
America Are Not in Conspiracy. 


A New York dispatch yesterday morning 
gave an account of a letter sent to the clerk 
of the Clarendon Hotel warning him against 
a nibilist plot to kill Gen. S. M. Donkous ky, 
recently appointed Governor-General of Si- 
beria. Russiansin Chicago do not believe 
there is any truth in the report as far as the 
Nihilists are concerned. They say it is a plot 
by the Russian police in America to throw 
discredit upon the political refugees in this 
country. A prominent Siberian refugee in 
Chicago is Isaac A. Hourwich, Ph. D., a grad- 
uate of Columbia College, editor of the Rus- 
sian paper, Progress; member of the [llinois 
bar, and lecturer in the University of Chicago. 
Speaking about the report from New York he 
said yesterday: 

That story from New York is a manufactured 
one entirely. I am well acquainted with the 
R societies of New York and Chicago. I 
was connected with the agitation against the 
American-Russian treaty arid I am a Siberian 
exile. I can say that there is a secret Russian 

lice organization in this country, under the 

eadership of the Russian Consul-General in New 
York, Olrroffsky. I know several Russian spies 
myself. They want to manufacture some plot 
among the re to show Americans that they 


are not worthy the refuge given them here. I am 
itive there are no such plans made by the 


ussian-American League. 
GIVES BARGAINS IN BOGUS TICKETS. 


Man Engages in a Thriving Business with 
Counterfeit Excursion Rates. 


A swindling scheme by which a large num- 
ber of local business firms and an indefinite 
number of laboring people have been caught 
is that of a man who has been selling what 
purport to be round-trip excursion tickets to 
Milwaukee over the St. Paul railroad for the 
low price of $1 each. The trade has been 
conducted under the guise of charity, and thus 
a larger number of people have been victim- 
ized than would have been the case otherwise. 
The plan as conceived and carried out 
is as follows: Large-sized blue tickets 
with return coupons attached were 
printed, stamped witha seal, and peddled 
around as coming from the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Aid Association. Each ticket read as 
follows: Seventh annual excursion and 
picnic given by Lodge 304 of the Switch- 
men’s Mutual Aid Association of North 
America, to Milwaukee and return, July 30, 
1893. To be beld at National Park. Tick- 
ets round trip $1. Trains leave Milwaukee 
and St. Paul depot at 8:30, 9:30, and 11 a. 
m. Good on all trains to return.” The seal 
is merely a dotted circle, and the ticket bears 
no person’s name.

tion. The military force of the Fair, soldiers, 
marines, and guards, will act as an escort for- 
the officers and crews of the little fleet to the 
place of official reception near the Adminis- 
tration Building. The honors paid them will 
be even more noteworthy than those which 
were accorded the Princess Eulalia at the 
park. The President's official family will be 
represented by Secretary of the Treasury 
Carlisle and Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
and the United States Senate by Senator 
Sherman, all of whom will extend a cordial 
welcome to the officers of the earavels, There 
will be a great crowd of the people also to 
welcome them, for no cards of invitation have 
been issued for the ceremonies, They will be 
free to all and there is room enough in the 
plaza for all who desire togo. Letit bea 
grand outpouring and let the caravél crews 
have an enthusiastic greeting, which shall tell 
in no uncertain manner how-highly the peo- 
ple regard the navigators of the Santa Maria, 
Pinta, and Nina.

The little 
Viking and the three caravels during their stay 
here will be one of the most attractive features 
of the Exposition. 


ABSURD CLAIMS BY SILVER MEN, 
The number of persons employed in the 


gold and silver mines of this country is about 
380,000, and some 200.000 others are en- 
gaged in the various branches connected with 
these mining industries, Counting in others 
dependent upon the operation of the mines it 
is estimated that at least 1,000,000 would be 
disastrously affected by their closing down. 
But those who make this estimate ought to 
know that the cessation of silver purchases by 
the United States no more would result in 
shutting up all the mines than does a year of 
slack railroad building cause a closing of all 
the foundries and rolling mills in the country. 

In the first place, according to the showing 
made by the silver men themselves, all. the 
gold that could be produced would be wanted, 
and this would involve the output of rather 
large quantities of silver. Secondly, the use 
of silver in the arts would vastly increase 
with a corresponding lessening of the price to 
the point at which all but the poorest of the 
mines now open could be operated at a profit. 
Thirdly, the requirement that a dollar's 
worth of silver should be paid out for a dol- 
lar of obligation would shrink the nominal 
value of all the silve: now in store in the 
Treasury, thus making room for more bullion 
in other places, besides which there would 
then be a free market for silver, and the metal 
could be used in any available quantity asa 
basis for credit up fo within a small 
percentage of its real value. That is the way 
in which wheat, corn, pork, and cotton are 
stored, and those articles are fully as neces- 
sary to the community as silver can be. The 
repeal of the Sherman law and the conse- 
quent stoppage of silver purchases by the 
government need not interfere with the pro- 
duction - of silver. The metal could atill be 
mined in as great quantities as wanted by 
people who were willing to pay the prices 
asked for it, The probability is the repeal of 
the Sherman law would not throw out of em- 
ployment more than one-third of those now 
engaged in the overproduction of silver, and 
the market would be all the healthier for the 
stoppage of the poorer mines till such time 
as the relation of supply to demand under the 
new conditions was better understood than it 
appears to be by the silver men today. 

So the statement that the Union Pacific 
lines in Colorado are about to lose $200,000 
per month, or 75 per cent of the total traffic, 
the Rio Grande and the Colorado Midland 
lines to lose 30 per cent of their business, aud 
1,000,000 of people to be thrown out of em- 
ployment by stopping the government pur- 
chases of silver may be dismissed as an idle 
tale. But if it were absolutely true that would 
not constitute a sufficient reason for the con- 
tinuance of a suicidal financial policy fraught 
with mischief to nearly 70,000,000 of other 
citizens and damaging the business of the 
country to the extent of billions of dollars per 
year. The farmers and laborers in the rural 
districts and the workers in the cities, 
who would be robbed of untold billions 
by a drop to the silver basis, to say 
nothing of the merchants, manufacturers, and 
capitalists whose ability to employ labor 
would be cut down one-half by the change,

| WILL ALTGELD APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE! 

Altgeld ran for Governor last year on a 
false issue. He pretended that he wished to 
be elected in order that the Edwards compul- 

sty education law might be repealed. He 
asked for and got the votes of the Republican 
German Lutherans on that ground, although 
they ought to have known that the measure 
to which they objected would have been taken 
off the statute books no matter who was 
elected. In spite of this fraudulent issue and 
this deception practiced on one class of the 
voters, his plurality fell 4,000 below that of 
Cleveland, and nothing save the great per- 
sonal popularity of the latter gave Altgeld the 
plurality which he actually received, Had 
the Presidential vote been a close one, Altgeld 
‘would have been defeated.- The two preced- 
ing Democratic candidates for Governor in 
this State—Harrison and Palmer— ran largely 
ahead of their tickets; Altgeld only ran be* 
hind. 

Altgeld’s pretended object in running was 
to sign a bill to repeal the Edwards law. His 
secret intention was if he had a chance to 
bring about the pardon of the Anarchists. 
Primarily, of course, his purpose was to grat- 
ify his ambition; secondarily, he wished to 
rescue his friends from jail. On this 
point nothing was said to the people. They 
were not consulted and they expressed no 
opinion. They did vote for a repeal of the 
Edwards law, but not for the liberation of 
Pielden, Schwab, and Neebe, Judging from 
the comments of individuals and papers 
throughout the State, they no more approve 
of their pardon now than they would have ap- 
proved of their acquittal in 1887, and they 
condemn Altgeld’s conduct all the more be- 
cause they think he got into office under false 
prete to do something he did not tell 
them he would do if elected. 

Gov. Altgeld may say that this is an error 
and that the people do sustain him. If he 
thinks so he ought to devise some way by 
which the question may be submitted to them 
and their real sentiments ascertained. The 
Governor, having an American skin but an 
alien heart, must be familiar with and in 
favor of foreign methods of appealing to the 
voters. He must admire the German mode 
of dissolving Parliament summarily and go- 
ing before the people to find out at once what 
their views actually are regardifig a given 
question. He must like the Swiss referen- 
dum, by which a law must be ratified by the 
mass of the voters before it can go into effect. 

Cannot his ingenuity get up some plan by 
which he can go before the people and find 
out whether they do or do not approve of his 
pardon of the Anarchists and of the malig- 
nant ferocity ’’ of his attacks on the Supreme 
Court and Judge Gary? There is one Ameri- 
can precedent which he (not being an Ameri- 
can) may be unfamiliar with. Preston 
Brooks, a Southern member of the Governor’s 
party, made a brutal and nearly fatal assault 
on Senator Sumner. A resolution for his ex- 
pulsion failed to pass the House for the lack 
of a two-thirds vote. Nevertheless Brooks 
resigned so as to give his constituents an op- 
portunity of sustaining or repudiating him. 
He was unanimously reélected and could say 
that his course had been vindicated. On the 
other hand Roscoe Conkling and Me Too“ 
Platt resigned from, the Senate for a vindica- 
tion and did not get it. Altgeld cannot surely 

know whether he will be vindicated or not 
until he tries, We should like much to have 
him try. 

If Gov. Altgeld can get a vindication from 
the voters of Illinois, and if they say they are 
really satisfied with his pardon message, even 
though he did not breathe a word to them 
during the campaign of his intention of writ- 
ing it or avow that he specially wanted to be 
elected that he might write it, then that will 
end the matter and Tus Trieunsz will have 
nothing more to say. For when the people, 
with all the facts before them, with no false 
issues to deceive them, say deliberately and 
positively that they would rather a certain 
thing should be done, it is best to bow to the 
yerdict. Will Altgeld give the voters a chance 
to proclaim their verdict in this Anarchist 
case, and if it is against him will he bow to 
it? 

No doubt the Governor will say that he can- 
not resign and go before the people for re- 
election to the same office at once. But will 
he undertake to make his pardon of the 
Anarchists a leading issue when the next Leg- 
islature is elected? Altgeld—the more shame 
to him is a candidate for the United States 
Senate. We hope the memories of the peo- 
ple will not be so short that they will have 
forgotten his scandalous and infamous pardon 
message when he next comes up as a candi- 
date for public office. 
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STOP CRITICISING AND ACT. 
The senior Democratic organ calls on its 
party to cease condemning Republican pol- 
icies, and go to work to put into effect some 


of its own. It says: 

The time for arraigning Republican adminis- 
tration has gone by because there is no longer 
such administration. The time for active forma- 
tive work has come, and the duty of its perform- 
ance devolves upon the Democratic party.

The 
Republicans must become the critics now and 
the Democrats must do something for them 
to criticise. If they do nothing and leave 
everything as it is it will bean admission that 
their past criticisms and opposition were an

BETTER FOR THE SCHOOLS, | 

Mayor Harrison is to be congratulated to a 
certain extent on his change of heart in refer- 
ence to the School Board appointments. Some 
daysago he announced that he intended to 
appoint Mr. T. O. Diener, a German Lutheran 
politician and contractor, to succeed Mr, D. 
R. Cameron as member of the Board of Edu- 
cation. When Mr. Diener’s name first was 
mentioned it was pointed out to Mr. Harrison 
that he is not and has not been in sympathy 
with the public schools, and that he has been 
a conspicuous supporter of the parochial 
schools as opposed to them, That made no 
difference to Mr, Harrison. When it was 
shown that Mr. Diener has contracts from the 
Board of Education and that while holding 
those contracts he personally begged for a 
place on the body which has to pass on the 
sufficiency of his work and to vote on his bills, 
the Mayor determined to shift Mr, Diener 
from the School Board to the Public Library 
Board. The good taste of the change may be 
as questionable as the good taste of Mr. 
Diener’s self-seeking. But that is by the way, 
and the friends of the public schools will be 
satisfied that Mr. Diener will have nothing to 
do with the course of study pursued in them 
or their management, and that the Mayor, 
under the circumstances, felt compelled to re- 
appoint so useful and capable a member as D, 
R. Cameron because of the timely discovery 
of Mr. Diener’s relations with the board. 

It would have been better had the Mayor 
also reappointed Mr. Gunderson and Mr. Me- 
Laren. But the persons named as their suc- 
cessors not yet have been — The 
Council has to pass on their qualifications, 
and it may be that it will decide that Mr. Mc- 
Laren shall be retained on the School Board 
for some time longer. The nominee of the 
Mayor for Mr. McLaren’s place is an esti- 
mable lady, it is true, but she has not the ex- 
perience nor the knowledge to enable her to 
render such good service to the public as Mr. 
McLa As for Mr. Lindblom’s appoint- 
ment, is too much of an experiment to merit 
the approval of the Council. Mr. Lindblom 
is a man of unsettled convictions, of disputa- 
tious disposition, and rather eccentric temper- 
ament. Such men do not make useful mem- 
bers of the School Board, They readily join 
with the faddists in adding te the costliness of 
the schools without adding to their efficiency. 
Mr. Gunderson, whom it is proposed to dis- 
place to make way for Mr. Lindblom, is a 
quiet, able man. He should not be punished 
because he has done his duty in the board 
in opposition to the fads and the frauds. 
The attempt of. Mr. Halle and others 
to go back to the old order of humbug dumb- 
bell exercises and foreign language studies 
can best be resisted by rejecting the Mayor's 
nominees for the places of Messrs. McLaren 
and Gunderson. 
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NOT A CENT MORE SHOULD BE PAID. 

The Controller says he will pay no more 
money to the Washingtonian Home. He 
ought not to pay a cent till he is ordered to 
do so by some court. Since 1867 the city has 
paid to the home, a private corporation, 
$447,000. It has received nothing in return. 
The law of 1867 provided that— 

Any person sentenced by the authorities of che 
city to the bridewell for intemperance, drunken- 
ness, or for any misdemeanor caused thereby, 
may, with the consent of the proper officers of the 
home, be received and detained as an inmate of 
said home in lieu of the bridewell until the ex- 
piration of such sentence, 

The officers have persistently refused their 
assent, except when the persons handed over 
to them were able to pay their board. In 
other words, they did not want to give an 
equivalent for the money they got from the 
city. Those whom they received were such 
as would have paid their fines: The law 
therefore has turned out to be a jug-handled 
one. The city has lost by it and the home has 
profited. Even assuming that the Legislature 
of 1867 had power to divert the city funds to 
a private corporation, it certainly had no 
power unless the home gave an equivalent. 

It has not doné that. Those in charge of it 
have tried to cure a physical disease with 
moral agencies and have failed. They have 
** doped ” violent patients with bromides, and 
when they came to their senses have tried to 
cure them with good advice, prayer-meetings, 
and the recital of experiences. While the 
patients were confined to their rooms and 
could not get liquor they kept sober, When 
they regained their freedom they generally 
got drunk again, It was very well understood 
that the home was a good place for a man to 
sober up after a spree to have the liquor 
boiled out of him in a place with moral sur- 
roundings. A few men may have gone out of 
the home cured by faith. Most of them left 
there to fall victims to the first saloon they 
suw. Even after Dr. Keeley had shown how 
the worst inebriate could be cured the officers 
refused to discard their attempts to heal the 
body through the mind and the imagination. 
Had they adopted Keeley's plan they could 
have cured the hardest drunkard the city 
might have sent them, but they would not 
change. 

There is no excuse for continuing the pay- 
ments to this faith-cure establishment, and 
the courts will sustain the Controller’s refusal, 
for the Corporation Counsel's law is sound. 
The Legislature had no power to take the 
funds of the city and make a pure donation to 
a private concern organized for reform and 
money-making, with much of the latter and 
very little of the former, The city will break 
no contract and violate no law by sefusing to 
pay a cent more,

at the weddings or the funerals of royalty, the 
loyal British subjects are never patsimonious. 
In this case the popularity of the bride and 
bridegroom added to the popular enthusiasm, 
and apparently there was no complaint over 
app®als for liberality in presents which 
looked very much like royalty gomg a-beg- 
ging. The bridegroom himself is more popu- 
lar than his unfortunate brother, the Duke of 
Clarence, and the bride has commended her- 
self to the people by her benevolence, her de- 
votion to the poor, her many accomplish- 
ments and her manifestation upon every oc- 
casion of thorough English traits of char- 
acter. Itis probable also that the peculiar 
circumstances of the marriage have aroused 
a romantic sentiment and added to the 
natural feeling of exaltation over the happy 
lot of thelr prospective queen.

RAILROADS AND THE FAIR. 

At Wednesday’s meeting of American ex- 
hibiters Maj. Pangborn gave the interesting 
information that the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, with which he has been connected for 
many years, is in favor of a one-fare round- 
trip rate for the Exposition, and has been so 
from the start, He rightly regards the se- 
curing of a low rate over all the railroads as 
the most important step in the direction of an 
increased attendance at the Fair. Evidently 
the Baltimore and Ohio is not one of the two 
Eastern lines the Presidents of which stand 
out against the desire of all the rest to put in 
force the reduction adopted by the passen- 
ger agents at their latest meeting. 

It is generally understood that one of these 
protestimg lines is the Grand Trunk, and it is 
widely thought the other is the Pennsylvania. 
But why should they stand in the way? If the 
Baltimore and Ohio is in earnest in wishing to 

‘establish a half rate, no power on earth can 
prevent it from doing so by giving a ten days’ 
notice of withdrawal from a trades union 
combination which is unlawful. Then there 
aré the New York Central, the West Shore, 
the Nickel-Plate, the Lake Shore, the Michi- 
gan Central, the Big Four, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and the Nerthwestern. All of these 
lines are absolutely controlled by Chauncey 
Depew, who professes to be in favor of low 
rates of transportation to and from the Fair. 
What hinders him from putting down his foot, 
telling the recalcitrant fellows that the 
thing has been carried too far already and 
that he will have no more of it? If these pro- 
fessions of good will to the Fair and this hesi- 
tancy to proveit be keptup awhile longer 
some folks will begin to suspect the declara- 
tion in favor of low rates is buta hollow 
sham. They will think it belongs to the hypo- 
critical line of conduct in which one thing is 
said while the opposite is meant and intended. 
Of course such suspicions might be unjust, 
but it will be natural to entertain them nev- 
ertheless, and a few of the more cynical may 
eveh go so far as to hint an idea that the lines 
which are holding out do so at the instance of 
one who tries to make the public believe he 
deplores the obstinacy which will not permit 
the roads to offer attractive * of trans- 
portat ion to the Fair. 

It is not improbable that awhile these are 
obstinately holding aloof the Western lines, 
which resolved they would never make the de- 
sired concession, will adopt a radical change 
of policy and set an example to their Eastern 
brethren. They are reported to have become 
convinced that if the masses o the people are 
to be brought to the Fair it wn be by offer- 
ing more attractive transportatton rates than 
have hitherto been named by them, and the 
thing has settled down into the question 
whether they will handle the business or let it 
alone. Furthermore it is stated that some 
half-dozen of the Western lines will withdraw 
from the association if the now opposing roads 
persist in the refusal to carry! the people 
cheaply to and from the Fair. aid it is con- 
sidered as probable that this will bring the 
others into line. 

It is understood the proposition will be sub- 
mitted to the meeting of Western road man- 
agers today to carry Fair passengers at one 
rate for the round trip, minus the accommo- 
datign of sleeping cars on the first half of the 
journey only. If this be agreed to all will be 
well, except as to the loss of business due to 
the making of other arrangements by people 
who have grown tired of waiting. If not it 
will be the duty of the lines which have pro- 
fessed to favor the liberal policy to come out 
boldly and adopt it for themselves anyway. 
That will bring the rest to terms and be an 
escape from the present awkward position of 
professing to be held back from acting rightly 
by a trades union agreement which they dare 
not break for fear of being accused of “ rat- 


ting.“ ‘ 


Tue free silver men threaten that their 
friends in the Senate will, if they find that 
they are in the minority, talk to death any 
measure which may be introduced for the re- 
peal of thé Sherman law. They certainly will 
if their eloquence is not curbed. There are 
some of them who can talka month apiece, 
But if the majority of the Senate really 
wishes to repeal the Sherman law, it can stop 
the flood of talk when it sees fit. The Senate 
rules have never provided for the previous 
question, but they can be amended if neces- 
sary for this particular occasion. The free 
silver men say they will talk such a proposi- 
tion to death also. That will depend on the 
majority and the presiding officer. Just prior 
to the war of 1812 the previous question in 
the House, while cutting off amendments, 
did not cut off debate. The majority, re- 
senting the attempts of the minority to talk 
war legislation to death, suddenly and vio- 
lently changed the practice so as to make de- 
bate end when the previous question was or- 
dered, When it becomes absolutely necessary 
majorities always have their way, sweeping 
aside rules and custom without ceremony. If 
there is a majority in the Senate sincerely de- 
termined to repeal the Sherman law it can 
make short work of its opponents when they 
become mere obstructionists. 


AL. Nosiz’s protest against the methods 
of the Mayor and the Street Cleaning Bureau 
at the Council meeting Wednesday evening 
fully was justified. Ten days before Ald. 
Noble presented an order in the Council, 
which was passed, the Street Super- 
intendent to report to-the Council the condi- 
tion of the street cleaning fund, the pay-roll 
of the employés by wards, and other proper 
and necessary information. The Street Super- 
intendent did not consider it necessary to 
comply with the order. Why? Is he afraid 
or are his superiors afraid to make a state- 
ment of the expenditures of the Street Clean- 
ing Bureau up to the present time? Is he or 
are they afraid to publish a list of the em- 
ployés of the department? It has been as- 
serted that the appropriation for the work is 
nearly exhausted. Around million was set 
aside for it. Nearly half of it has been wasted. 


It has been asserted that the employés of the 


bureau are to a great extent groggerykeepers, 
rounders, and ward bummers who are not 
capable of doing an honest day’s work, Ald. 
Noble says that in his ward they are inefii- 
cient. Ald, O'Neill that in his ward they 
are idle, lazy, and worthless. The 
Mayor who appointed them does not deny 
that this is the case, All he ventures to assert 
is that he does not know they are inefficient. 
He would not dare to say they are efficient. 
In the meantime the condition of the streets 
is bad. Some effort has been made recently 
to improve the appearance of the down-town 
streets and the thoroughfares leading to the 
World’s Fair. But the residence streets are 
yet in bad condition for the most part. The 
alleys are reeking with filth. There is need 
for improvement. Mayor Harrison cannot 
shirk responsibility for the disgraceful state 
of affairs, and Ald, Noble deserves the public 
thanks for having courageously and pointedly 
demonstrated tò him that he cannot. It was 
time for plain speaking, There are not 
enough Nobles in the Council. 


Ir is charged on what appears to be suf- 
ficient evidence that Mayor Harrison has 
adopted the curious scheme of School In- 
spector Halle for placing the German lan- 
guage on an equal footing with the English 
language in certain school districts of the 
city. When the present Board of Education 
adopted the new rule against teaching Ger- 
man in the primary grades Mr. Halle pro- 
posed the plan asa substitute. It was then 
rejected. Mayor Harrison now proposes to 
make it his own. The scheme is to eliminate 
the teaching of German from certain schools 
where the attendance principally is made up 
of the children of*native American, English, 
Irish, Scandinavian, and Bohemian parents. 
The pupils in those districts who want to take 
German are to be sent to the schools in pro- 
German districts, where the German language 
is to be taught from the primary grade to the 
highest grade, and where special class-rooms 
are to be provided for the German teachers. 
This means that the German language in 
those favored districts is to be placed on an 
equal if not a better footing than the En- 
glish. It may be that this special favor for 
foreign districts is contrary to the school law 
of the State. Can the Mayor, who speaks of 
the project as his own, point to any passage 
of the school law or of the city charter which 
warrants the taxing of the people for the 
teaching of a foreign language and the estab- 
lishment of special class-rooms to facilitate 
instruction in that language? The program 
of the city schools should be uniform. Mayor 
Harrison and Mr. Halle think otherwise. 
They propose to exercise the power of their 
present positions to prevent uniformity. They 
may not succeed as easily as they think.

Gen. Warner Believes the India Govern- 
ment Will Seon Begin Buying. 

Wasnixetrox, D. C., July 6.—Gen. A. J. 
Warner, President of the American Bimetal- 
lic League, said today: 

We may look for purchases of silver on account 
of the India Government at any time. In fact, 
that government has adopted a sort of a Bland 
law, excepting that it has fixed the ratio at 21% 
for converting rupees into silver. If the mints of 
the West remain closed for any length of time 
silver will rise as the result of purchases by our 
government and on account of India. If the gold 
monometallists insiston a subversion of bimetal- 
lism by demonetizing the only metal which can 
be produced in sufficient quantities to maintain 
stable relations between money, supply, popula- 
tion, and business;and if they persist in their 
evident intention to destroy the automatic regu- 
lation of money through the mines they need not 
be surprised at a spontaneous movement to de- 


monetize the other metal and transfer the con- 


trol of money from the mines to legislation.

MRS. SHERMAN GIVES HER VIEWS 
 OLBARLY ON SOHOOL ISSUES. 


‘She Thinks German Should Be Retained, 
but Only as a Side Issue—Singing Should 
Be Merely.a Recreation=Mayor Harri- 
gon Has Neither Asked Nor Received 
Pledges— ications That Her Nomina-

_. Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman was seen last 
‘night at her home and asked to define her 
position as to special studies in the public 
Schools. She spoke unreservedly and ina 
Way that classed her with the anti-fadists. 
She favored German, however, and said she 
thought it ought to be taught, but by a sys- 
tem wholly different from that now in vogue. 
„German is the most important of the spe- 
dial studies, said she. We have a large 
German population. They are loyal and in 
love with their language. I can see no reason 
why the language should not be taught in our 
schools. It would not be a mere concession 
to the German people. The language has a 
great practical value in business life. Be- 
sides, it is the language of science and art. 
One needs German to keep abreast of the 
times. I doubt if any linguistic study has 
qual value. French alone approximates it. 
I the study were made compalsory I should 
be opposed to it. But it is not. No child 
need take it if it is not the desire of its 
parents. It is an expense, itis true, but Chi- 
I think it can afford 
to keep German in the list of tolerated fads,

but only as a recreation. All technical educa- 
tion in music should be left to the parents. It 
certainly is a rest to the children to lay aside 
ooks fora few minutes and sing simple airs. 

Fur- 
ther than this I think the special studies 
should have no place in our schools.

When Lay that the children are over- 
worked I know from personal investigation 
what lam talking about. The children are 
especially taxed in the lower grades. Clay 
modeling should not bein the schools at all 
and neither should physical culture. Proper 
attention cannot be given to the pupils in 
clay modeling in the limited time devoted to 
it and with the number of pupils placed under 
one teacher. Physicai culture I think should 
be attended to out of school. There are too 
many other studies to be pursued that are 
more important, 
believe in drawing for the same reason 
that I do in smging. It is a rest for the chil- 
dren and they like it. Besides it tends to de- 
velop the powers of observation and is one 
more means of expression. I think that is all 
the so-called fads. At least I should hope so. 
Favors the Reform Movement. 
Jam wholly in sympathy with the reform 
movement in the Board of Education. The 
specials should not be relegated to their old 
ace in school work. As I said before, we 
ave no room for clay modeling, sloyd, sew- 
ing, technical music, and physical culture.

HENRY WATSON AGAIN 


RUMOR THAT THE GAS ORDINANCE 
WILL BE PUSHED FOR PASSAGE. 


It Is Now on the Order of Unfinished Busi-

It is rumored in financial and stock-broking 
circles that an effort will be made at the next 
meeting of the Council to revive the Henry 
Watson gas ordinance and to pass it. 

As the rumor has reached Tun Tumor it is 
that the Watson ordinance has been quietly 
reintroduced and will be taken up for passage 
Monday.“ This is not the case. The Watson 
ordinance does not need to be reintroduced. 
It is now before the Council on the order of 
unfinished business—at least that is the con- 
tention of its supporters—and can be taken up 
rie se that order is reached by a majority 
vo . 

The Watson ordinance it will be remem- 
bered was debated at one of the meetings of 
the old Council in the early part of April. A 
motion to adjourn was carried while. it was 
under discussion. It has not since been re- 
ferred to. Many Aldermen think that it died 
with the old Council, or at least lost its place. 

At the City Hall the Aldermen profess to be 
ignorant of any movement to take the ordi- 
nancé up next Monday or before vacation. 
But then if the Aldermen wanted to pass it 
the less they say about it the better for them. 
They would rather that nothing should be 
said about it. „ 

Henry Watson, from whom the ordinance 
gets its name.is a resident of Alton and is 
associated in business with the men interested 
in the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas company. 
The ordinance it is believed is intended to 
enable that corporation to extend its mains 
into the old city, The ordinance will of 
course be bitterly fought and must be passed 
if at all over the Mayor’s veto.

Chicago and Northwestern Railroad Offi- 
als Appear Before Council Committee. 
President Marvin Hughitt, General Mana- 

ger J. M. Whitman, and Attorney A. W. Pul- 

ver of the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
appeared before the Council Special Commit- 
tee on Track Elevation at its meeting yester- 


day afternoon. : 

President Hughitt, who said the road had 
no definite proposition to make, explained the 
difficulties which confront the directors of the 
road when the track-elevation problem is con- 
sidered. He showed that their lines running 
west to Rockwell street, south to West Six- 
teenth, and east to the river parallel at various 

„Oints the lines of the St. Paul, the Northern 

acific, the Pan-Handle, and the Burlington 
roads and explained that whatever was done 
toward elevating those tracks must be after 
consultation with the directors of thoae lines. 

With the exception of these sections he 
thought their lines might be elevated if the 
streets were partially depressed outside of the 
old eity limits. Inside the old city limits the 
west line on Kinzie street he, said, was pro- 
tected by viaducts and the north line lay par- 
allel with the river and was crossed by but 
two crowded. thoroughfares, Division street 
and North avenue. 

These conditions taken together with the 
166 miles of side tracks leading to various 
industries, he said, made it almost impossible 
for the road to elevate the tracks within the 
old city limits. He suggested that the best 
protection for the people would be found in a 
continuation of the viaduct system, 

He called attention to the necessity of the 
city selecting an engineer with whom the en- 
gineers of railroad es might con- 
sult as to just what was needed. This sugges- 
tion was considered a one and the com- 
mittee, which consisted of Chairman McGil- 
len and Ald. Sexton, agreed to have one ap- 

inted at the meeting of the committee next 
Thursday. 

Corporation Counsel Kraus reported that he 
had not prepared the ordinance for the eleva- 
tion of the Rock Island and Lake Shore 
tracks, because he did not think it advisable 
to draft it.

TAKE THE LAKE TRIP. 


GOV. PATTISON OF PENNSYLVANIA 
ARRIVES ON THE TUSOARORA. 


He Is Accompanied by Attorney-General 
Hensel, Adjutant-General Greenland, 
Thomas Bradley, and William F. Har- 
rity of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee=Russian Commissioners Leave 
Chicago=Gen. Wade Hampton Is See- 
ing the Fair Thoroughly. 

The Lehigh Valley liner Tuscarora brought 
a distinguished party to Chicago yesterday 
afternoon. They were Gov. Robert E. Patti- 
son of Pennsylvania, Atty.-Gen. W. V. Hen- 
sel, Gen. W. Greenland, Adjutant General of 
the State, Thomas Bradley of Philadelphia, 
and William F. Harrity of the Democratic 

National Committee. They will spend five or 

six days at the World’s Fair. The Tuscarora 

left Buffalo at 5:30 Monday night, and 

reached the piers of Chicago Harbor at 2:30 

yesterday afternoon. She was met there by 


the tug W. R. Crowell of the Dunham line, 


which led the way for the big steamer to the 
Fair grounds. When off the north end of the 
grounds the steamer stopped and the tug came 
alongside, and the visitors disembarked from 
the steamer and were landed at the pier just 
north of the grouads, and went direct to Le- 
land’s Chicago Beach. 

The trip up the lakes was enjoyed very much 
by the passangers of the Tuscarora. “ We 
left Buffalo Monday night,” said William F. 
Harrity, and after a run up Lake Erie dur- 
ing the night reached Detroit and made a 
short stop. We met Capt. Anderson’s party 
on the Viking ship. We reached Mackinac 
Island about noon yesterday, and stopped 
thereforan hour. We took carriages and 
drove over the island, returning to the Tus- 
carora. We had a most pleasant trip all the 
way.

to the accommodations, I found them 


ample and excellent. Many of the hotels, in- 
clu some of those erected near the Fair 
grounds, are as copvenient and comfortable as 
the best in New York. I found no disposition to 
extortion on the part of the proprietors. At the 
best of these hotels youcan get a comfortable 
room for $4 or $5 a day—about what you have to 
ay in the newest hotels in New York—and the 


re is at about corresponding rates, and in itself 


excellent. I did not visit any of the cheaper ho- 
tels, but 1 saw that there was almost any number 
of them of all grades, and also that there was 
plenty of room in them. The hotel I stopped at 
was one of the new ones built expressly for the 
Exposition, although it is intended to be per- 
manent, and it was entirely satisfactory to me in 
every way. One need not be afraid of these new 
hotels tumbling down over his head. There may 
be some flimsy structures, but most of the hotels 
are of solid construction, some of them, as the 
one just mentioned, being intended to be perma- 
nent hotels and others being meant for conversion 
into apartment-houses when the Exposition is 
over. 

Now, as to the exhibition buildings, they are 
highly creditable—such buildings indeed as were 
never before seen at any exhibition. Even at the 
Paris Exposition the buildings were plain struct- 
ures, with the exception of the Fine Arts Build- 
ing, in which alone architectural effect was 
aimed at. At Chicago artistic effect has 
aimed at in every building and the result is most 
admirable. The general disposition of the build- 
ings also and the treatment of the intervening 
spaces are most artistic and pleasing. Of course 
in number as»well as in effect the World's Pair 
structures exceed those of any previous exhibi- 


tion. 

Coming to the contents of the buildings, the 
same praise of superiority over all other exposi- 
tions must be awarded. The only respect. in 
which the exhibition seemed to me inferior to 
that at Paris was in its display of old and me- 
dieval art. But, of course, an equal display 
could not be expected to be brought to this con- 
tinent, and it is doubtful whether in Paris itself, 
now that the Spitzer collection has been dis- 
persed, such an exhibition of medieval art could 
again be made.
